Chamber of Commerce hall In. the Cas- 
tle & Cooke building, with a large at- 
tendance of planters and managers 
from all the Islands. The morning ses- 
sion was public, and was devoted, large- 
ly to the reading of various reports. 
The afternoon session was held behind 
closed doors at which time there was 
a Ions discussion upon the labor situa- 
tion. The meeting adjourned at 4:30, 
and- will be resumed again this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. The labor situation 
as discussed raised the points of the 
future supply of laborers! wages, and 
as to the respective merits of the Porto 
RieanF, negroes and Italians that have 
.been imported during the past year. 


Owing to the absence of Chairman 


Swanzy of the committee on labor, the 
report was presented by another mem- 
ber of the committee. It dealt with the

reports from the agents of the associa- 
tion in the East and in Porto Rico, as 
well as letters telling of the prospects 
of the labor market being filled from 
other sources. 


The discussion was long and many 


new points were brought out in it 
which showed that there was a gen- 
t-rally better feeling all over the islands 
and that there was little apprehension 
felt in any circles as to the outcome of 
the present situation- The discussion 
will be carried on so that there may 
be a full understanding on the part of 
the trustees as to the results of the 
experiments made by the managers 
themselves. The sentiment of the man- 
agers produced a feeling of satisfaction 
to the memb^^ wjhc-^were. present.

divided Into small tracts, and the meth- 
od of leasing them to homestead appli- 
cants on easy terms Instituted. 


In 1895 the legislature of the Republic 


passed the "Land Act, 1895," now In 
force, which provides a comprehensive 
system for the care and disposition of 
the public domain. By this act Crown 
lands are treated as having vested In 
the Republic, and they, together with 
the public lands before mentioned, now 
constitute the public lands of the Ter- 
ritory. Since the Hawaiian Land Act 
of 1895 embraces the laws thus contin- 
ued in force a brief synopsis is here 
given, as follows: They were classified 
and divided Into (1) agricultural lands; 


•In the district or province of Puna, 


in this island, a subdistrict or reserva- 
tion named Olaa was divided into such 
blocks, 
corresponding to our 40-acre 


tracts. There was first a broad h ghway 
laid out through the tract (In this case 
it was the road from Hllo to the vol- 
cano of Kilauea), and this road1 was 
crossed bv other roads at right angles 
at certain intervals, so that it resulted 


1 in each lot having an outlet on a road. 
.There were 400 lots in this subdivision, 


I to which was added later 400 more on 
' the same plan. 
I "On the Island of Molokal subdivisions

HE tax collector's books for the 


year 1901 were closed last even- 
Ing. Though the footings have 


not been completed Assessor Pratt es- 
timated that the total collections for 
Honolulu city alone will approximate 
a half million dollars. This does not 
take in the four other districts of Oa- 
hu, but it does include the income tax 
for the entire island, the sugar plan- 
ters all paying directly to Collector 
Pratt. 


The receipts yesterday fell far below 


those of the previous day though the 
office force was just as busy, the ma- 
jority of the taxpayers being those of 
wall property. Thursday's collection 
amounted to J157.000. 


The percentage of the income to the 


general property tax is still uncertain 
though It is expected to come up very 
close to the other tax. Mr. Pratt said 
last evening that it would be less than 
the property tax, but what the differ- 
ence is, he could not say, as the Income 
tax has been collected for the entire isl- 
and and the general tax is for the Ho- 
nolulu district alone. No estimate of 
the revenue derived from 
the other 


districts of Oahu could be made last 
evening, though it will hardly bring 
the total up to three-quarters of a mil-i 
lion. 
The income tax paid yesterday was 


still accompanied by protests, the aver- 
age citizen filing his kick more as a 
matter of right than with any real an- 
ticipation of ever having his money re- 
.uroed. In some quarters the tax was 
jaid with the idea of assisting the gov- 
ernment out of its present dllemna, and 
once the financial condition Improves, 
an attempt will be made to recover 
the 'tax paid. It is very generally un- 
derstood, however, that if it were not 
[or the Income tax the property assess- 
ment would be proportionately higher. 


Treasurer Wright does not expect to 


hear from other island districts much 
before the first of December- The in- 
come tax returns are of course a very 
uncertain factor when it comes- to mak- 
ing up the estimates, and the treasure! 
is unable to make any predictions of 
what will be the total revenue this year 


Assessor Pratt said last evening that 


the number of delinquents will be quite 
large, greater on the property than on 
the income tax. The publication of the 
delinquent tax list in so far as It would 
show the amount of money a man earn 
ed during the past year, is more feared 
by the average citizen than the addi- 
tion of the ten per cent penalty. In the 
case of Income tax the tax draws nine 
per cent interest until paid.

The increase therefore was above 70,000 tons, which means In round 
numbers that there was added to the returns from the sugar crop a matter of 
some $5,000,000.. The Increase in crop and returns was twenty-flve per cent, 
which shows the extreme prosperity of the country.

of money, which must be held largely accountable 'for many of our troubles.

ways of transportation of cane. 


On Onomea Plantation, on Hawaii, the 


flume system is in vogue. The cane is 
tied up in small bundles from 60 to 8tt 
Ibs. each, and carried a distance from 100 
to ISO feet to a flume side. Out of the 
way corners and sides of palis, gulleys 
and more distant parts of the fields, the 
cane is hauled by sleds. Sleds are used 
because of the cane being easily handled 
in loading and unloading of the sane. 
Considerable labor is used In the piling 
of the cane at the flume sides for night 
work. One by fourteen inch pine lumber 
is used In 12-foot length flume boxes, tor 
portable flumes, thus In removing the 
flume one man Is able to^pack one sec- 
tion very readily. Cane is flumed in this 
manner through portable and permanent 
flumes on this plantation over a distance 
of seven miles. The cost for the hand- 
ling, loading, transporting, and 
everj 


outlay connected with the fluming, of 
cane, including the expense of the ani- 
mals hauling sleds and carts and the ex- 
pense of guarding and superintending the 
flumes, placing and building of portable 
flumes, is shown by Mr. Moir to be ap- 
proximately 60 cents per ton of cane, or 
S4.80 person of sugar, delivered in the 
carrier at the mill 
At the Kukaiau Plantation a wire ca- 


ble system la used, the cane being load- 
ed into wagons espec'ally designed, after 
which it Is hauled to the wire cable. iNo 
definite figures of cost are given by 3£r, 
John M. Homer, but the subject and 
methods are treated most fully in his 
writing. He refers to Mr Albert Horaer 
for details, and from him the following 
information has indirectly come to me. 
The cost at the Kukaiau Plantation for 
the cutting and bundling of cane ap- 
proximates between 30 and 35 cents per 
ton and further handling and transpor- 
tation of same some 27 cents per ton. 
This would make a total outlay of about 
60 cents per ton, including the cost -of 
cutting. Taking the average cost of cut- 
ting cane throughout the Islands for ttie 
past season at about 22 cents per ton, 
we. might say a figure of 38 cents per ton 
for the bundling, handling and trans- 
portation of the same by the wire cable 
system was the cost. This figure of 38 
cents per ton by eight tons of cane to a 
ton of sugar would equal J3.W per ton ol 
sugar. These figures, however, are ap- 
proximate, and probably do not include 
the cost of wear and tear and up-keep 
of the system. In studying this system 
and looking at it from an economical 
standpoint, even though these figures 
were Increased some, it is not the only 
point of interest to us, there Is still an- 
other that is just as v'tal, that of mini- 
mizing the manual labor necessary -for 
harvesting a crop by this system. I have 
not been able to secure this information, 
but In a general way I am told that.it 
takes leas manual labor per ton of cane 
than by the methods in vogue on |h« 
larger estates. In fact by referring to 
Mr. Homer's writing given below, and 
following his description of their expert- 


track and steam pow«r on the main or 
permanent lines, the loading beta* done 
ander contract at ah average of 26 cent* 
per ton of cane as against an outlay by 
Mr. Ewart of 19 cents per ton of cane. 
[ have been able to gather from the flg- 
ires of the work performed on this plan* 
tation and that of adjoining plantations 
that the average cost for the handling 
and transportation of cane from 
the 


fields of the upper lands where the con- 
tour of the country is more broken av- 
eraged as high as 66 cents per ton of 
cane or $5.60 per ton of sugar. The fore- 
going figures include not only the cost 
of handling, loading and. transportation 
of cane, but also the cost of the up-keep 
and repairs of the track, both malii and 
portable, meaning every expense connect- 
ed with the handling and transportation 
of the cane. Inclusive of oils, waste, fuel 


nd supplies necessary. 
Like Mr. Horner, I am an advocate of 
ess manual labor and more mule power. 
Being awake to the necessity of labor- 
aving devices for the harvesting of our 
rougher high lands we used the derrick 
ana hauled most of the cane by sleds 
rom the more inconvenient places, cut- 
Ing out over 80 per cent of portable 
rack work and reducing the manual la- 
bor some 40 per cent, Increasing the mule 
abor 25 per cent and reducing the actual 
cost of loading and transportation of 
cane from such lands by this method to 
rom,SO to 51 cents per ton. including, all 
terns' of up-keep of track, locomotive 
expense, etc. \We devised an automatic 
sling to avoid trouble with sling ropes 
and delays in bundling which greatly In- 
creased the eflJciency of the system. 


;ach sled had its sling, and around each 


derrick there was always one or two 
extras BO as not to detain the mule 
.earns. The sling was laid loosely Inside 
of the box-sled and cane piled In on top. 
At the derrick a man, boy and mule 
were required. It operates like a derrick 
hay-fork, and parts in the middle by the 
pulling of a trigger when the load is 
swung over" the car by the Jib of the 
crane. In doing this work we experi- 
mented on the length of haul and found 
that from 800 to 1,000 feet wag the limit. 
When making longer hauls the. cost in- 
creased; beyond this, requiring more 
mule teams or permitting a waiting spell 
by the loaders of the sleds. While this 
was a saving of from 20 to 25 per cent on 
these lands in expense, we do not think 
the same ratio of gain would accrue 
from this method on the level laying 
fields, as we were assisted by gravity, 
the derrick being placed so we hauled 
down hill. However, the special point of 
interest to us was that we made a sav- 
ing of rtanual labbr of « per cent, and 
even if we were not enabled to reduce 
the cost of loading and handling of cane 
by this method on more level laying 
fields, we would reduce the manual la- 
bor.
